FRANCIS MACINN.B. D. 

Ths deaf people of Ireland have 
lost a good friend by the death of 
Mr. Francis Maginn, of Belfast, who 
died at his home in that city, on the 
1 6th of last December, at the age of 
fifty-seven years. 

For over thirty-five years he had 
been a Church of Ireland missionary 
to the deaf of Belfast and Ulster. 
He was a tireless worker — one who 
did his full duty with zeal, intelli- 
gence and devotion. 

We of the United States of America 
have more than a passing interest in 
his honorable and useful career. He 
was known to many of tbe prominent 
deaf men and women of the United 
States, by reason of his connection 
as a student with Gallaudet College, 
which conferred on him the degree of 
Bachelor of Divinity. Quite a num- 
ber of the deaf of this country knew 
him personally, and some of us have 
exp>erienced the hospitality which 
he eagerly extended on the soil of 
bin native land. 

He spread the use of the American 
sign language throughout the length 
and breadth of Ireland, and weaned 
vast numbers of the deaf to tbe use 
of the one-handed alphabet. For 
in Ireland there is one peculiarity 
about the use of finger alphabets; 
the one-handed alphabet is used at 
tbe Institution at Cabra, in Dublin, 
which is conducted by Roman Ca- 
tholics, but at the Belfast Institution, 
and other Protestant schools, the 
two-handed alphabet obtains. 

Mr. Maginn preached the Gospel to 
tbe deaf at the Mission House in 
Belfast, which has a church exten- 
sion to its spacious arrangements for 
charitable, Vjenevolent and citib pur- 
poses. 

Mr. Maginn was well known and 
highly esteemed in England and 
Scotland, as well as Ireland. At all 
of the splendidly equipped and 
excellently managed Mission houses 
in Glasgow, Edinburgh, Liverpool, 
London, and other cities, he was 
always a personage of importance, 
and at various schools and Insti- 
tutions for the education of tbe deaf 
tboughottt the British Isles be was 
ever a welcome visitor. Even at 
schools for the deaf of other creeds, 
soch as that at Cabra, be was re- 
ceived with tbe most cordial friend- 
lioeM. Such was his personal mag- 
netism, his breadth of view, and his 
love for the "silent ones" to whose 
welfare he had consecrated his life, 
that his worth and usefulness obtain- 
ed universal recognition and sympa- 
thetic support. 

By the French Government he 
was made an Officer of the Academy, 
a distinction that is rarely conferred 
upon dcftf people of foreign countries. 
Francis Maginn was tbe fourth 
•on of Rev. C. A. Maginn, M.A., 
Rector and Rural Dean of Castle- 
townroche. County of Cork, Ireland. 
He Icmt his bearing in early boy- 
hood, but }})» inherent traits of 
character won for him an education 
far superior to the average of chii>

Lieut. Dale Kaufman, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. F. M. Kaufman, is still 
over in France, but is expected home 
within a short time. In a recent 
letter to his folks Lieut. Kaufman 
stated that he had been in the thick 
of the fighting the last ten days, but 
aside from a continuous mud bath 
he escaped unscathed. He was 
billeted in a house at Mousson, a 
small town half way between Metz 
and Nancy, at the time the letter 
was written. In the cellar of that 
house they found more than 6ooo 
bottles of wine, some of which was 
dated back to 1S84, but the stuff 
apparently did not appeal to the 
Americans, for according to the let- 
ter, they wanted lo trade the entire 
lot for a gal on of U. S ice cream. 
The town Mousson was a famous 
castle before Caesar's time and Lieut. 
Kaufman took several snapshots of 
the fortifications which still remain 
there. The part of the letter deal- 
ing with the last few days of the 
fighting is as follows: 

" We moved up to the front by 
night marches and got into position 
to fire during the night of October 
31; the next day we opened fire 
We were -n the one position until 
the armistice. We laid down lots of 
barrages and demolition fires on 
towns, and did considerable work 
on the boche infantry. The boche 
did not located our exact position 
by aeroplane, for we put up good 
camouflage, but he fired all around 
trying to locate us. I acted as 
reconnaissance officer most of the 
time. I would go up forward to 
ward the inrantry and get in a high 
place where I could overlook the 
German lines. That famous line 
of defense old Hindenburg laid out, 
was the one we were firing on. 
Sometimes we would get orders from 
higher commanders to fire on cer- 
tain areas, and then again they 
would let us fire on anything I could 
see with the observing instruments. 
I had a phone Hue so I could direct 
the fire on all visible targets and, be- 
lieve me, it was sport knocking over 
buildings and boches. They gassed 
us several times, mostly sneezing 
and mustard gas, but it never caught 
anybody. 

" We were on the Metz front, St. 
Vlihiel sector, and started our biggest 
drive the night before the armistice. 
We had gained about a mile when 
fighting stopped. I'll never forget 
that night. We started a big bar- 
rage just at sunset, and the whole 
valley was filled with bursting shells 
from horizon to horizon, and mingled 
with smoke fiora the village and 
dust from the crumbling masonry, 
at the same time the boche started 
to shell us, mostly six-inch stuff and 
-some gas. Talk about noise. We 
had artillery of all calibre packed in 
the woods and hedges almost hub 
to hub, and all going at once, and 
with the sound of the projectiles in 
the air, the rifle and machine-gun 
fire, it was sure a great show and I'll 
remember it forever. We kept t-oing 
all night and all the next morning 
right up to 10:59 Toward the end 
we worked as fast as we could cool 
the guns by splashing them with 
water. For eight days I never took 
my boots off, except once to change 
my socks. All over now and we are 
having a great time. Every evening 
we have roasted chestnuts over our 
fireplace. The chestnuts get as large 
here as the American horse-chestnut. 
They are so common that they a^e 
fed to hogs by the bushel."

A gold chevron on the lower part 
of the left sleeve. Indicates six 
months service within Ihe theatre 
of i.peiatiou of the war. If the 
chevron is silver, it denotes the 
same length of service but out of 
the war zone. If blue, it means 
more than three but less than six 
months. 

K;i listed men, honorably dis- 
charged, will wear a one-stripe 
chevron In scarlet, point up, l)e 
tween shoulder and elbow, on left 
sleeve. 

At present time there are no ser- 
vice stars or stripes authorized for 
any soldier, although volunteeie 
are usually dlstinguised from a 
drafted men by a red star between 
the points of his service chevron 

A soldier, who wears a silver ser 
vice chevron, will not be required 
10 wear either a blue, red or gold 
one. 

A " wound chevron" is worn on 
the cuff of the right sleeve. It 
consists of one gold chevron, no 
matter how many wounds. 

The Siinshine Division of Call- 
fornia wear a emiilem of the sun 
in gold, on a blue hquare, on the 
ri/ht shoulder. 

Those connected with the Ambu- 
lance Corps wear a small red cross 
between slionlder and ellxiw.
